2. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 14-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wood. 
See column 4, 1"' compound. Applicant's arguments have been considered and found not to be 
cogent. The claims do not recite any limitation on the substituents and must be interpreted in the 
broadest sense. The language in the specification, which is not in the claims is clearly exemplary 
and is not limiting. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 10, 14, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Islip. The claims do not recite any limitation on the substituents and must be interpreted in the 
broadest sense. The language in the specification, which is not in the claims is clearly exemplary 
and is not limiting.
